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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihili tv  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Li'^re stock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  -oublic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests j   teachers,  isgisiators,  and  county p 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  che  -past  to  make  availahle 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  tiraoo     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman    Vo  Strand^ 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  T7ork  projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  frunished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  particioated  in  the  prepara'- 
tion  of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lawsc 
Without  these  data  by  townshiios  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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lO^A  AGRia^LTURAL  STATISTICS  -  AUPUBON  COl^ITY 

Auduton  Coujity,  originally  part  of  old  Keokuk  County,  was  established 
"by  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature  on  Decemher  21,  1837o  J-/    Later  a 
part  of  it  was  embraced  in  rottawattamie  County,  2/    The  present  "boundaries 
were  e3ta"blished  "by  the  Iowa  General  Assembly  in  1851,  Zj    However,   it  was 
attached  to  Cass  County  in  1853  for  judicial  and  administrative  purposes*  4/ 

The  county  was  fully  organized  in  1855  and  named  for  John  J,  Audubon, 
the  noted  naturalist.     At  this  tine,  a  site  for  the  county- seat  was  also  se- 
lected and  named  layton.     However,   the  -place  never  functioned  and  in  1861  the 
county-seat  was  removed  to  "Viola.     This  name  was  soon  changed  to  Exira  _5/ , 
and  in  1879  Audubon  became  the  permanent  seat  of  government  for  the  county.  6_/ 

Shortly  after  1851,  !>Tathaniel  Hamlin,  with  a  party  of  settlers  from 
J'lahaska  County,  made  the  first  settlement  in  the  county.     They  located  on 
Section  35,  Township  78  North,  Range  35  West,  later  known  as  Hamlin's  G-rove,_7/ 
Ecwever,  this  place  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  present  site  of  Hamlin, 
which  was  laid  out  by  J.  Lewis  Prew,  November  10 j  1890f.  Qj 

Most  of  the  early  settlements  were  made  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
county  because  of  the  timber  abounding  in  this  section.     Another  reason  for 
the  early  settlement  here  was  the  establishment  of  a  mail  route  from  Fort 
Pes  Moines  to  Council  Bluffs  in  1852,     It  passed  through  Hamlin- s  Grove,  or 
Grove,  as  it  came  to  be  called,  and  Nathaniel  Hamlin  was  appointed  by  presi- 
dent Zachary  Taylor  to  serve  as  first  postmaster  in  the  county.  9^/ 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  pacific  Railroad  CcmiDany  built  a  road  from 
Atlantic,  in  Cass  County,  to  Audubon  in  1878  and  it  was  through  the  influence 
of  this  company  that  the  county-seat  was  removed  from  Exira  to  Audubon.  In 
1882,   the  No rtb-^e stern  Railroad  Company  built  a  line  from  Carroll  through  Man- 
ning into  Audubon.     10 / 

The  lanish  element  of  the  population  of  Audubon  County  seems  to  have  been 
introduced  from  the  Paiii  sh  settlements  in  Shelby  Cc^unty,     Jens  U,  Hansen  home- 
steaded  a  claim  in  Exira  Township  in  1869.     Luring  the  ensuing  j^ears  the  lanes 
increased  in  great  numbers,  especially  in  the  western  part,  and  have  had  a 
marked  influence  on  the  social  and  industrial  life  of  this  section.  11/

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Area 

Auduton  County  is  18  miles  wide  by  about  25  miles  in  lengbh,  comprising 
an  area  of  443  sq.uare  miles,  or  283,520  acres.  _12/    Of  this  number,  282,293 
acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  13/    There  are  twelve  townships — 9  of  which 
are  regular  size,  but  townships  in  the  south  tier,   set  off  about  2  miles  to 
the  east  by  the  correction  line  at  the  north  boundary  of  Township  78 j  are  ap- 
proximately six  by  seven  mileS:     The  county  rarxks  fifty-seventh  in  point  of 
size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Audubon  County  have  been  grouped  into  four  classes  according 
to  their  location  and  origin;  namely,   drift,  loess ;   terrace,  and  swamp  and 
bottom-landc     There  5  drift  soil  types,  classified  under  the  Lindley.  Shelby, 
and  Carrington  loam  series,  which  occupy  14,9  percent  of  the  total  area.  These 
are  found  in  the  more  hilly  and  rough  regions  along  the  lower  slopes  of  the 
drainageways  and  skirt  the  bottom-lands  of  the  various  rivers  and  small  streams. 
Originally,  most  of  the  drift  types  were  forested. 

The  loessial  group,  classified  in  the  Marshall  and  Tama  series,   cover  61,4 
percent  of  the  county.     Terrace  soils  are  of  minor  importance,  covering  Oo6  per- 
cent of  the  county.     There  are  two  soil  t^rpes,  the  Waukesha  and  Judson  loams. 
These  are  generally  level  and  occur  in  narrow  strips  adjoining  some  of  the 
bottom-lands. 

Swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  are  the  secor^ largest  group,  covering  23^1 
percent  of  the  county.     These  are  classified  in  the  Wabash  loam  series.  Vir- 
tually all  the  rivers,  streams,  and  even  some  of  the  smaller  creeks  have  de- 
veloped broad  level  bottom-lands  which  are  more  less  subject  to  seasonal 
overflow.  14/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  Audubon  County,  in  general,  varies  from  nearly  level  to 
strongly  rolling  prairies,  becoming  uneven  and  hilly  in  the  southern  part.  The 
Uishnabotna  River  flows  southward  through  the  central  part  of  the  county;  its 
broad  valley  rising  with  gentle  slopes  from  the  bottom-lands  to  the  upland 
plains.     Numerous  tributary  streams  present  the  same  characteristics,  but  to 
a  much  lesser  degree. 

Originally,  almost  the  entire  area  of  the  county  was  devoid  of  timber, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  large  groves  along  the  lower  course  of  the  Nishna- 
botna  River  and  some  of  the  smaller  streams.     However.,  many  trees  have  been 
planted  throughout  the  county  and  now  it  is  comparatively  well  covered  with 
groves  of  timber.

Auduhon  County  shovred  a  slow  "but  steady  grc^th  until  1900,  after  which 
it,  like  most  other  counties  in  the  State,   started  to  decline.     The  density  of 
population  is  SB  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density 
of  44,

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Cooperatives 

In  1937,   there  were  5  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 1  livestock  enterprise,  1  lumber  business  and  3  crearaeries. 

The  3  concerns  which  reported  had  333  meribers,  of  which  17C  were  active y 
and  1,400  persons  patronized  them  during  the  year.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  "business  volume  of  $155,682  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$26,411  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,    purchasing  cooperatives  bujr  non-'farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  gel]ing  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons^  ^..Zj 

Fruit 

The  peak  year  in  the  production  of  apples  v7e.s  in  1909,  when  47,195 
bushels  were  raised  from  50,785  treeso     This  was  also  the  best  year  for  plums 
and  grapes.     According  to  the  records,  9,621  plum  trees  produced  1,475  bushels,^ 
while  15,038  grape  vines  yielded  65,632  pounds  of  fruit,     peaches  and  cherries 
reached  their  highest  yield  in  1934,  when  1,058  peach  trees  bore  523  bushels, 
and  2,508  cherry  trees  yielded  872  bushels,  24/

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows: (1)  all  com,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)   corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off=     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  "by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  su'imations  of  individaal  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  sca.i9.  assessors'  office  "because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  selccc  their  best  acreages 
for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and 
lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the 
acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  re-corted  as  husked. 

This  Was  done  by  counties  and  not  by  townshijSo     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years >   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bus'iiels  husked,,     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shown  by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  fig"ares  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  oe  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,   therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,   1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  tne  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm 
assessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  com- 
parison ^'ith  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures,
